Youhave fo well begun at the 
tead, the Cizil Magiſtrate, that we truſt you ſhall cn(brace the 
remancnt mcmbcrs of our doctrine witha continued fuccille, 
whercot you may juſily glory. 
Dnod fortuna ratum faciat quis dicere falſim 
Audeat, & tante ſuffragia vincere ſortis ? 

I remember the Salutation that was given to the Scots Pro- 
tcctor (whois now our holy Father, Pope Urbanns) about the 
time of his inavguration and confecration to be Pope, Salve 
Protector Scotorum, and of his anſwer , Agnoſfo nomen & omen: 
Ard xow he is more ready to protec you, than cver he was, 
tince'you draw for near unto him. And yct at vour latt detc- 
&ion to your Kingagain at the Camp, wefcarcd your rcvole to 
your rcjcccd Protcetiant dottrine: but this your laft Protciiati- 
on, whercin you recollect your {irength, puts us in hope that 
you will not rcturn to your vomit, 


And a}bcit the Anticovenanters think you fo ncar the height 


of impicty, that thcy fay, 
Nil crit ulterizs quid weſtris mribus a4at 
Polteritagr. 

Yct we think it is praiſe worthy, that vouare come to ſuch de» 
erccs of perfection, that your polteriry ſhall bc {o far trotn out» 
tiripping you, that they, imitating you, (hall take you for their 
pattern, To them it ſhall be ſufhcicnt glory (ſeeing they cannot 
20 beyond you) to do the ſame things which you have done : 
exdem capient JONON And therctore you do moſt pru- 
dently in your Proteſtations detend your Covcnanting wethort and 
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(2) 
againſt Authority , leaſt acknowledging a fault herein , you 
ſhould defraud your poſterity of the like remedy 3 or to uſe your 
own words, Tox ſhall precondemn alſo the like Iaudable courſe in the 
like neceſſity to be taken by the Pojterity. And therefore jt is your wil- 
dom to liand to the juſtification ot all your proceedings, and to re- 
fuſe an act of Oblivion, and accept of no leſs than an att of Fuftifi- 
eation.It is ſotar trom being afault which you have done in taking 
the Kings Caltles,and thrultiing out his other ſubjects out of their 
houſcs, with your other actions, that it is rather a meritorous work,z 


Proteſt. 18. and thcretore you fay well, We deferve and expect approbation and 
- Decem. 1638 thanks from his Majeſty in his own due time, for keeping his evil Coun- 


ſellors,and bad Pairtts from putting hand in his beſt ſubjecis,. And in 
your lai Pctition to his Majctiy, atter your aſſembly, to dcfire 
your King fo approve o: your prececedings, you ſay, that you are 
aſſured of his juſtification of your aftions, and that you are afraid yous 


- ſhould bethought to hate offended in nothing ſo much as in lenity. 


The Anticovenantcrs are no more offended with your writ and 
printed Books,Cwhich they call infan.ous Libels and Jcſuitica)Paſ. 
quils) than they do pleaſc us, not that we delight in your conten- 
tionzas the Vulture in the Apology, beheld the liriteot the Lion and 
the Boar, to ſnatch the prey from both partics, but with an aſſur- 
ed hope, that within ſhort time you ſhall. become our fratres frater= 
rimi, tor your writings and actions promiſe nole(s3 as being molÞ 
conducible for our ends, and grounded upon our arguments. You 
thall do us no ſmall pleaſure, it you will cauſe to be drawn up 
ſuch heads of DoEtrine, wherein we do now of late agree,that ſct= 
ting thoſe apart as not controverted, we may confer with you in 
that whereinas yet we differ ; and in the mean time, as by your di- 
ligent peruſal of our Books, our ſtrong reaſons have prevailed 
with you, ſo, I pray you,be inſtant in reading of them: which I 
hope ſhall produce the like cftcct in that which remaineth. For a 
preparative tO this work, I will thankfully remember.,(ſo far as. 
my weak memory will ſ{crve) ſome points, which by hearing and 
reading your papers, I tind firſt to be Oxrs, and from us wilely re- 
ceived by you, 

Firſt, your diſſike of Monarchical Government doth pleaſe us very: 
well ; for we diflike it ſo much,that(to ſpeak this under the Roſe ) 
we cannot fimply grantit.to the Pope himſelf, but with ſuch re-. 
{irictions and limitations, that what we grant him now, we may 
take it from him the next day to our (elves, as I might inſtance 
in many perticulars 3 but eſpecially in his infallibility and n= 

ral 
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ral Porer, which we give him with ſuch diſtin@ions and limitati- 
ons (if you will conftider our books) that we intend for our ſelves, 


that which we give him. But morceſpecially. we agree with you . 


in contemning the Monarcyical Government of the civil Magiſtrate : 
tor as we (ay, by that great Pillar of our Church, Cardinal Bellar- 
mine: Hee gubernatio id requirit ut fit quidam in re publica ſummus a- 
liquis Princeps.,qui & omnibus imperet & nulli ſubjiciatur,that is, This 
government requireth this, that thzre ſhould be indeed in the re- 
publick ſome Prince that is Supreme,both co command all, and be 
lubjcct to none, For this government hath this great inconveni- 
ence, that when the Prince doth wrong his ſubjects (as you pro- 
telt your King doth yon) there is no remedy but patience for why, 
all the judges under him are but his Depattes, and all the power 
and authority they have of the Sword, is the Kings, and it can ne- 
ver ſtand with ſenſe or rc2ſon, that his Majeliies own Power and 
Authority can be uſed againlt himſelf, And hence it is, that Princes 
being Legiſlators, arc above their Laws, and may diſpenſe with 
them, as they think expedient. To this purpole faycs the Prince 
of the Schoolmen, Princeps nor! obligator ſuis legibus, quiz nem» fibi 
imperat.& ſibi ipſt legem imponit ; A Prince is not boun4 to bis own laws, 
becauſe no man doth command himſelf, or impoſe a law on himſclf.Tho 
this ſcem ſtrange to ignorant men, yct it is molt true, and there= 
forc conſider it well, tor its grounded upon good reaſon : for the 
Law is given by a Swperior to an Inferiour, and no man can be in- 
feriour to himſclf, and fo can give no Law to himlclt; and lince 
he can give no Law to himſelt, none of his Laws can oblige him. 

But what ? ſhall he be an Exlex, a lawleſs man then ? I anſwer 
with the Schoolmen.,in two Aphoriſmes. I. Princeps non poteſt ſer- 
vare legem ſuam ex affeciu obedientie, quia nullum agnoſcit ſuperiorens 
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in republica: ſed tantum ex affetiu illins virtutis, in cujus materia col. 


locatur, id quod lege (tatutum eſt : The Prince cannot keep his own 
Law, out of the atic&ion of obedience,becauſe he acknowledgeth 
none in the rcpublick to be ſuperior to him: But only he can keep 
his Law. out of the affection he hath to that virtue, in the matter 
whereof,that which is ordained by Law, is placed. IL Aphoriſn:. 
Princeps tenetur quoad- vim direGivam, non quoad coaitivam, ac proinde 
tametſ1 peccet contra ſuam lege, non tamen fit rexs pane per legem impo= 
fite, quia nemo poteſt legittme pmnirt niſi 4 ſuperiori, The Prince is 


bound $0 his Laws, in fo tar as thcy have a vertue to dire him, 


hut not as they have any coative power. And therctore albcit 


ke tranſgreſſe his Lawes, yet he doth not bccome guilty of the. 


A.3 puniſh- 


Thy1m. loc. cit. 
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puniſhment of the Law, becauſe ro man can be puniſhed Iawfully 
but by his S»pertorur, For this cauſe, that ſaying of Cyrillys is rc- 
marxable, Nemo leges regum impune reprob at, niſi reges iþſt in qui- 
bus prevaricationts crimen locum non habit, Prudenter enim difiym eſt, 
impium eſſe, qu1 dixerit regi, Inique azis, No mian can reje& the 
L2ws of Kings without puniſhment, but Kings themlſclves, in 
whom the crime of their tranſgrefion hath no place : for it is 
wiſely (3id, that he is an ungod!y man, who ſim}1 (ay to the King 
Thou doſt wickedly, as this is the judgement of the Fathers and 
Moderne Divinzs, © is it th? common judgement of all, the 
Schoo!men, as they ſay thcrniclves. 

Thcrefore fince in Monarchical government, the ſupreme 
Prince hath ſuch abſolute power, it were well done to change ir 
into a m/xt government, It we had ſuffercd the Roman Ermpcrour 
to remain an abſolute Monarch, (as you do your King ) we had 
never gotten ſo much of our wills, and his Holincfle the Pope 
would have been hindered fron the truition of his lawtul ſupre« 
mary Over Emperors: and it you hall endure this your govern» 
ment, it will be a great impcdiment to the ends you aim at. For 
this cauſe, regimen temperatum ex Mponarchia, Arijtocratiz, & Demy. 
cratiamiti is cſt:its 2 more mild government that is mixt of Mo- 
narchy,A1iitocracy.and Democracy.Youdo well then to aim at it, 
for it is our advice.Bellarmine in that ſame place ſpeaketh home to 
you. Preſides provinciarum vel civitatium ne fint regis vicarii, ant annui 
idices, ſed vert principes z qu & Imperio ſtummi principis obediant, &+ 
interim provincizm vel civitatem jam non ranguam alietam, fed wt pro- 
prizm moderontrr, Let not the Prefidents oft Provinces, or Citics 
be the Kings deputies, or yearly Judges,but let them be true Prin- 
ces 3 who may both be obcdient to the command of their chief 
Prince, and in the mean time govern their Province or City, not 
as it were another mans, but as their own by this means, 
both a kind Monarchy , Ariſtocracy, and Democracy may have 
place in the republick. 

Proceed therefore to the perfecting the good work which you 
have begun. Conſider the power you have had, as abſolute Lores 
over your Tcnants,and as Princes and Chiefe over your Clans,every' 
one of you bcing little Kings, lire Dionyſus Corinthi, command. 
ing and ralingyour Vaſſals, as you pleaſed 3 but lee now how it 
is abrjdged by a new form of juſtice, by introducing of Juſtices 
of peace, &c, Which(to ſay the truth)though it tend to the ſertle-' 
nicnt and peace of the Kingdome; yet it mainly oppoſeth'your' 
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former domincering, and makcs your Vaſlals look more to the 
King and bis Law's, than to you and your commands, It is certain by 
our well grounded principlcs, that there is no reaſon that your 
King ut Scotland {hould be a more ablolute Monarch than the Eme 
pcrour of Rome 3 ic is not likc your King, an afolnte Prince by firc- 
ceſſion > but a cond:tional Prince by elefrons tyed by tuch ttrict con- 
ditions, which it he tranſgrcls, he may be thruti from them. For 
txt, the Prince Electors may chuſe whom they pleaſe to be Em+ 
perour. by their Empcrial Laws. Secondly, the Princcs Electors 
have power to judg and cogroſce upon the Emperors fault. Third- 
ly, it they hind him worthy ot dcpolition, thcy may depoſe him, 
And by the Emperor Elect his own conſent, it is fiatute and or- 
daincd, that it the Princes Elcctors, or the whole body of the 
Kingdome (hall withſtand, or take armsagainſt the Emperor, it 
ſhall be accounted lawtul without any crime of rebe!/;on. Ex ſanfi- 
one Henrici. 7.& aurea bull Caroli 4. & capitulatione Ceſare. Read 
this capulation in Melchior Gol adft, tom.3.pag.424. which is thus, 
Orrod f; nos igft,Cinquit Imperator,) quod abſt, aut quiſquam ſucceſſoriem 
noſtroram, quod non [peramus proceſſu temporis aliquo, hic noftre ftatu= 
toni. ant ordination contravenire voluerit, aut eam retraCtare, aut alio 
Quotis modo violare preſumſerit: preſentium literarum autoritate, quas 
mera noſira autoritate, & pateſtatis regie plenitndine, ex certa noſtre 
Majeſtatis ſcientia, nec non eum conſenſu & bene placito pref atorum ſa- 
cri Romani imperi4 principum Electorum, in robur perpetne firmitatis 
ſancivimus, ex tunc tan ipft Eledtares quam ceteri Principes, eccleſiatici 
& ſecul ares, prelati, comites, barones, nobiles & communitates ſacri 
noftri imperii, univerſi ac ſinguli preſentes & futuri, licitum habeant ſine 
rebellionts aut infidelitatis crimine, reſiftendi ac contradcendi nobis, & 
fſucceſſoribus noſtris, Romanorum regibus, vel imperatoribuz, in perpetut= 
am libertatem. 

And I will aflure you, his Holineſs the Pope was not fleep- 
ing when the Emperour was thus clogged : and albcit it may 
be thought that this change of ſimple Monarchy in this mixt 
Government, hath been the chict ground of all this bloudy War 
of Germany this long time by gone, which would not have been 
if it had remained an abſolute Monarchy : tor while it ſo conti- 
nucd anabſolute Monarchy in the Primitive Church, their plea 
was, Rogamus Ceſar, non pugnamus : and, aliter nec debeo, nec 
poſſi refiſbere, Yet Ict not this trouble Us : for herein is fulfill'd 
the prophecy of Chrilt, while he ſaid, He came not to ſend peace, 
but the ſwords And again, this change is neceſigy, tor cle his 
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Holineſs the Pope ſhould be ſubje& to the Emperour, according 
to that of Paul, Let every ſoul be ſubjeft to ſuperior powers : which he 
neither is nor ought to be. And therefore Bernard is herein deceived 
himſelt,wwhilc he makes this a general rule without exception,ſay- 


Bernard. Epift. ing, @i conatur ab hac regula excipere, conatur decipere : for both 


Pope with us, and People with you mult be excepted. The Church 
of God hath ſuffercd too much already in the Primitive tires, ſhe 
hath bzen too long in the Category of Paſſion, crying with tears, O- 
ramus,non pugnamus; (he ought now to be in the predicament of ati- 
on, with Pugnamus & Oramas, holding (that I may uſe your own 
words) a ſupplieation in the one hand, and a ſword in the other, To this 
purpoſe Matter Andrew Ramſey, Minilter of Edenburge, ſaid pretty 
well, that it was Gods will that the Primitive Church ſhould con- 
firm the cruth by ſiffering,and that now the truth being confirmed, 
its his will that we defend the truth by a&:on,in refilting Tyrants; 
and what war is better than that which is torReligion?But hear an 
Anticovenanter will reply perchance, and ſay, where did ever any 
ſuffer under Tyrants for defending of your Presbytcrial Govern- 
ment of a&ive or ruling-elders, and of paſſive or ruled-elders, 
which had its firſt beginning trom Calvin in ſome ſort 3 but as you 
have it, it wasnot in the World till the ycar 1638. For in Geneva: 
it is oncly proper to the ſzpreme Magiſtrate to chulſe the Lay-e/lers, 
for they arconly Commiliioners for the Sezgniory,neither hath the 
Miniſter any voyce in their EleGtion, much lefs the Mzltitnde: and 
all that Calvin gave them,is preecſſe moribus, and in Church matters 
they are called ad confilizm, but not ad conſenſum. But now in Seot- 
land, not only the whole Church takes the ſupreme power to it ſeIf, 
but alſo cvcry Pariſh takes upon it to be an abſolute independent ſo- 
ciet y, quite contrary to the practice of - Geneva, chuſing their Mi= 
niltcrs and Elders alſo without number, and to thoſe Elders equa? 
power is given with the Miniſter, in Presbyterics and Aﬀemblies, 
in giving deciſive ſentence in matters of faith, and deciding of 
controverlics, whercof, God knows, they are moſt ignorant : and 
in a word, they want nothing of the power of the Miniſter, but 
that they preach not, nor baptiſe in publick congregations : and 
yet its common to ſce Lay men among, themin private Conventi- 
cles to take upon them the calling of a Miniſter in preaching and 
praying- Or where did any at any time ſuffer for abjuring 
Epiſccpacy as an antichriſtian government ? ſo this being a 
truth never yet confirmed by ſuffering, muſt not now be de- 
cnded: by reſiting, according to Ramſeyes own rule, but being an 
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Article of hisnegative faith, it mult frfi be confirmed by ſuffer- 
ing. I would enquire then (ayes the Anticovcnanter of Ramſey, 
if hedare ſuffer tor it, and be the Protomartyr in this cauſc ? but 
he would be like the man that came to the niarriage without the 
wedding garment, dams and ſpeecileſs, Or it hc lpcak, it would be 
ncgative like his taith, ſawing with At»anaſtas, YQread non & patribus 
projectuin e't, ſel neuper Iventun, qtid de co alit 4 exi/tim art 1, beat, 
quam ilut ipſum cupus Paulus mentionem facit, 1. Vimoth, 4. 1. 
But tioding my Clidigrcfling, I will return to the point, which 
I was about, conccrning government, Secing this mixt govern- 
n.cnt is molt conduceable for your cnds, it were rcquititc that 
your Noblcs would afſumeto themiclves Princely Authority (as is 
-thought ſon.e of you have done Jand make progreſs in this good 
work, For (It me ſpeak it betweenme and you) till your Kings 
Povcrnmcent be changcd, you (hall never lawtuly rctiltt him. For 
have peruſcd all your Divincs, and tind themall condemining the 
lawfulnc{s of rclifting ſich a Kingas yours is:but at the mo!t they 
ho!d it lawtul in ſome caſes only torchilt comenttanal or co::4 tional 
Princes.Her.cc it was that the Minilters of WWittenbarge, were moſt Exiſt winiſt, 
oppolite to our doEtrine of reſiſting Princes, in their publick fer- Wrrtens, 
m.ons,but whcn they beheld upon what exprets conditions the Em< 
rerour waselected to the Empiic tothewhich he was not born,then 
they ſaid, Docuimns qridem haGionzs nullo modo refijtendum efſe Ma- 
piſtratiu ighorarimis voro ex legum crvilinm preſcripto, id in ce/tis Uutt- 
buſdam cafibus, etiam legitime ficri poſſe, We bave hitherto taught 
that the Magilirate by no manner ot way ought to be reliticd : 
for we did not know that by the preſcript of the civil law, it 
might in ſome certain calcs be lawfuly done. $9 Parens (as you 
know) was the latt that wrote upon that ſubject, whoſe opinion, 
when it wascondcinntd by your learncd Divines 3his Son P:3lipe 
pus Parecus purpoling to deterd his Fathers opinion, yields his 
{word, and giveth ovcr the combate even at the entry in thoſe 
words, Loquitur enim D. parens mens, ut & Tyeologi ceteri juxt.z cum Ayvend. fd was 
paliticis & juriſconſultis iis, quirum ſententiam as judicinunm in hee ad Rom, 
argumento ſequutr's t parons noſter, non de rege abſolut2 pateſtate in- 
«auto, ſed deprincipivits ſich conditione admiſis., That is, my Fathcr, 
and the rclt of tie Theologues, Politicians and Juriſconſules, 
whoſe ſentence 2nd judgement in this argument my Father hath 
followcd, do not ſpearot a King enducd with abſolate power, but 
of Princcs , who are conditionally admitted. And theretore if 
you would make any lawtul rcliitance tor time to come, 1ts moſt 
B nc» 
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neceſſary that you labour for a change of government now, and 


make your ſelves free. We have Scripture tor us, But if thou may- 
eſt be m14e free, uſe i: rather, Claudian did but deccive him(clt, nci- 
thcr can I endare him, while he faics

I have told you of the Roman Emperour, to ſ#bje himtclt to you 
his Subjects, that the Majeſty may rchdein yous Ardentes fortu- 
na juvat, Your ſuccels may be gloricd of. Your King hath yicld= 
cd ſo much unto you,that you may be conhdent to have this yicld- 
cd a!fo.If he had been a mercilcls Tyrant, he had been fo tar trom 
granting you all your Pctitions, that he might have impoſed morc 
burthens upon you, whodid rcfuſe obedience to that which is 
judged by all your prime Doctors to be lIawtul- Thus thoſe two 
famous Doctors of yours Gzalter and Bullingey Cid writein an E- 
piltle ſent to the Schiſmaticks in England, who had oppoſed them» 
{eIves, as you do, to the Service-book of England. Tf incaſe (lay 


they) any of the people be perſwaded,that thaſe things ſavonr of P opery, 


let them be tanght the contrary, and perfe#ly inſtructed therein : and if ſ 
be, throngh the importunate crying out herexpon before the people by ſom: 
men, many be diſquieted z let them beware that do ſo, that they bring no 
greater yoke ron their own necks, and provoke Queen Elizabeth her Ma- 
jeſty, and bring many Minijters in ſuch danger, as they caunot rid then- 
ſelves again. 

I will ſhew you an example hercof, which tell out in Germany 
at Magdebnrge, and within the Territorics of Marqueſs Alberts. 
low the whole book-of 
Angultan*s contclion, where is a Liturgy, that hath all that is in 
yours, which you have condemned 3 but ſome more ceremonies, 
and doth retain the name of the Maſs-book. Retuſal thercof was 
made by the Nobility, Gentry, Minilters and Citizens,cvenas ſome 
of all this rank among you have done. The Court hercon ran up- 
on another deliberation, propoling, Articlcs, which do not alter 
the Ductrine and Liturgy, but thruſt upon them more Cerc- 


' rionics (2phich yet howſoever may well enough be born, lays Melandton | 


whomyou call the light of Germany) adding withal a threataing, 
that they, who will not follow this preſcription, ſhould depart the: 
Land, 
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Land. Upon this ſome too forward Miniſters affirmed, ſt were good 
t2 afright the Court with ſome terrible writing, with the fear of Sedition, 
end with this Scar-crow to repreſs and hinder further alteration. TLiricus 
Flaceius was chiet man, the Demetrius in this vproar.crying, out as 
your Minitters did )7 hat rather deſolation ſhould he made of theChurch: 
and Princes are to be frig»ted with terror of Inſterretiion. But for my 
part (ſays Melantion I will b> auth of no ſuch ſour advice, Where- 
1-pon the rctt of the Miniſters aid ſlander Melanfton (as Anticove- 
nanters ſay youdo them) as Popithly aft:&ed, and was upon th. 
pot to reduce Popcry, ard wrote to Calvin to this cfe<t. But traly 
I 2m of B-z4's opinion, that thcy ac:ufed him witho:rt cauſe, as ate 
terward Calvin knew more truly. For ( ſayes Bezs) at t 22 begin ing 
it was not kyown with what intention that evil ſpirit, and whole Trop of 
the Flaccinians raiſcd ſo many tumults, and now at this time doth bit- 
d:r the work of Gol againſt Papifts, Thus Bez.z. 

And it is truc inde. d, that thc Flaceinizns, who thus did com- 
bine againſt their Prince, did morc advance our cauſe, than M-- 
lantion,and thc reniancnt of your Doctors whoſe judgement was, 
that the Church thould not be troubled by retuling, the Scervice- 
book:and'as Melandons words arc )to wrangle about a Sarpl:ſs or the 
like matter \ where wiſe-men will recl tim againſt us, that we withtand 
an4 diſobey Authority,and nouriſh contention with a fooliſh farward neſs, 

Now ſceing, it hath pleafcd your King to deal thus with youto 
lay no heguy burdens vpon you, who have complained of a l:gy14t one: 
but to grant you all that hitherto you have petitioned 3 {ce it you 
can obtain ot him a change of the government, But, I pray you, 
do it with great prudence and circuniſpettion , laying ſuch 
grounds, as you may nrmly baild upon them. For, it at the tick 
you dcclare your (clt, and fay plainly Sir, we defire your go- 
verment changed, he will rctile, and not grant it: and to proceed 
ſvddcnly trom one extremity toanother,isditfcale. Theretore tirit 
ot all, by (uch fair ways as you can, be inſtant to tare from him 
his negative zoyee in Synods and Parliaments, which is a thing {9 
cllential to Sovcraignty, that it ttandeth and talleth with it. For 
he being deliitute of this Pillar, if in Parliaments by plurality of 
voy ccs it be carricd,that you will not have 1h4s man t0 reign over yare, 
of neceſſity he nut be gone.

Puritan-papiſts, 
And in that fame place, the King ſheweth that from a ge- 
neral Councel convecated by Chrittian Princes, for the {ct- 
tling of Rcligion, he would have 7eſzits and Puritans CX- 
cluded , whom he calleth by a common Title navitios , & 
Thidem. furioſos incendiarios : and fayes, Mih: Precipuns labor fait dejecios 
Epiſcopos reſtituere & Puritanorum anarchiam expugnare, My chict 
I2bour was to r<{ore the Biſhops that were catt down, and to 


overthrow the anarchy of Puritans. 
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We thank you alſo for removing the Articles of Perth; 
for they were not rightly eſtabliſhed : for your Church di 
eſteem thoſe ceremonies to be onely things ind;fferent, com- 
mended and commanded by Authoritie, for Decency and 
Order. The not obſervation whereot was held no damnable 
fin, if it were without contempe of Authority, and vithout 
che caſe of ſcandal , and at the moſt, your Church cid hold 
that thole ceremonies were onely ſignificant, and not opera- 
rve,as we hold. But if they had been rightly eſtabliſhed, you 
ihoul:: have obſerved them as things neceſſary to ſalvaticn, and 
as parts of Geds worſhip, vhich under pain of damnation 
ought to be performed, and that they are figns operative, 
working grace in thoſe who obterve them.And therefore ſee- 
ing your Church did not hold this opinion of them, they are 
not Popiſh Ceremomies, and fo not owrs;, and whatſoever: you 
have more, that is not ors, we requeſt you to abjure it, 

The condemning alfo of the Service-book.is molt acceptable 
unto us, becauſe it is not our Maſſe-bock; and that you may 
ſee how muchwe hate it;Be it knownto you,that by verrue ol 
the Popes Bull many years ago, we will ſutter no Roman Ca- 
tholick to go to the Church, ſo long as the Service-book, is 
reading either in England or Ireland, and yet we will permit 
them to go to their | vx} and of all Sermons we {ympa- 
thize beſt with yours : So that it ſeemeth a moſt unfortunate 
book, having both us and you for its enemies. 

And ſince 1 am fallen upon this point, let me relate an Hi- 
ſtory that paſled between a Covenanter & an Anticovenanter, 
as it was reported to me, concerning this book,that you may 
make your uſe of it. © The Covenanter demanded the cauſe, 
© why he could refuſe to joyn with them in a ſupplication to 
« his Majeſty againſt the book of Common Prayer,leeing there 
«yere ſo many hands of able Miniſters ſubſcribing the ſame 
« :nd obliging themſelves to make it good, that it was 1. S#- 
« rerſtitions. 2. That it containeth the main eſſential parts of the 
« Maſs. 3-That it openeth a door to let in all Popery ? The Anti- 
« covenanter anſwered thus, or to this effe&t : Becauſe ſuch un- 
« ;uſt aſperſions arc caſt upon that poor Book, which doth 
© not contain ſo many Lines, as it doth ſuffer Lyes, hated by 
* all that love not truth; Papiſts and Puritans ſtriving who 
*ſhall ſpeak moſt againſt it, I ſhall be ſo far from hecoming 


«* 2 caulleſs enemy to it, that I cannot deny it my friendſhip 
D *and 
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&« and helping hand. But becauſe you are ſo furious, and I for 
<« ſpeaking but one word in its favour have been hotly per- 
« ſecutcd with tongues,and hands too; it will be betterto be 
« poſlleilcd with a Lethargie, than to appear in defence of 
© this Liturgy, which the moſt part, even of the Mini- 
&« ſtry, hath condemned with _ obedience, before they 
© did ſee or read it. It might be ſufficient for me to deny what 
you peremptorily afirm agaiaſt it, and its your part to 
© prove the Affirmative: and your beſt Probatioz is your 
© naked Aſertion, ſeconded with railing againſt all that will 
« not believe you. But I pray you hear the Book ſpeak for it 
« ſelf, and 1t ſhall purge it ſelf of ſuch Calumnies, in the 
<« judgment of all indifferent men; and it will tell you, that 
«you are like Davids Enemies, caſting iniquity upon it where 
« you find none, and laying to its charge the thing it never 
© knew, and f{o do hate it without a cauſe. 

Firſt then, here it purgeth it ſelf of all Saperſtition,at the 
© firſt entry of the Book, where it ſheweth the reaſons why 
© ſome Ceremonies are aboliſhed, and ſome retained, in plain 
© words, {aying \ The multitude of Ceremonies are rejetted, be- 
© cauſe of thetr multituae and ſuperſtition. And in the Cele- 
© hration of the Holy Communion, it recommends the ule 
©of commoabread. But wherefore? for the avoiding of Su- 
per ſtition, ſays th2 Book} ſo that at th2 very entry, the 
©Book is mo!t careful to ſatisfic all ſcrupulous people, thus 
© telling them, that it hates ſuperſtition as well as they, Again, 
*if there were any thing ſuperſtitious in this Book, it muſt 
© be enjoyred as a thing neceſſary #7 it ſelf, as unthangeable ; 
© the not obſerving of it would be danmable, as the breach of 
© Gods Law. To all this the Book anlwers in the ſame place, 
© that it enjoyneth noths Uy ia that manner, but_what the Word 
' of God commands. And as for the Ceremonies contained 
Fn it, it is ſo far from eſteeming them rehings neceſſary, 
«that it placeth hom in the rank of indifferent things. The 
*AREEping Of omitting whereof is but a ſmall thing, lays the 
© Book: It ſays further, that theſe Ceremories are taken away 
© which were moſt abuſed, ard did burthen mens Conſciences 
© without canſe, and that thoſe which remain, are retained for 
© diſcipline and order. It tc.ls, that they are allo cyangeatle, 
© and not to be compared to Cods Law, whileſt it ſays of 
© them thus, Uper juſt canſes they miy be altered and chenged, 
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© and therefore are not to be eftremed equal with Gods Law. 
© What can any man ſay more againſt Superſtition than is faid 
© by the Book it ſelf? Therefore,jts very likely that they have 
© not read the Book, (as1 am ſure the molt part have never 
<done) or at leaſt, have read it with an evileye, who con- 
© demn it of Superſtition, whereof it is moſt tree. 

« As for the tecond, that it doth contain the Eſſential parts 
© of the Maſs, read and ſee the contrary in the Eook ir ſelf, 
© which doth keep Chriſts /nſt:turion it ſelf, and Panl's re- 
* petition of it, in1uch ſort, that I think no Church can cecle- 
© bratz the Sacrament with more purity, ſincerity, gravity, 
© and none with more Majeſty, than by this Book. Bur let me 
« ſpeak alittle for it: Ipray you, Why are you fo ſparing,you 
© may fay as well, that it contains the whole aſs, a5 the man 
© eſſential parts of the Maſs; for (if you have any Logick, or 
© natural reaſon.) you may ſo conclude; for where that is, 
© which-is eflential to a thing, there the thing it ſelf muſt be : 
But inthis Book (ſay you) are the eſſential parts of the Maſs, 
© what doth hinder then, but that it hath the Maſs it ſelf in 
<©it? for, if it have the main eſflential parts of the Maſs, 
* what doth it lack or want ? not the proper accidents, for 
©thele do flow from the eſſential parts, and are inſeparable 
©fromit. It can want nothing then of the Maſs, unlets it be 
© ſomie Common accidents, which may be either preſent or abſent, 
* without any hurt of the ſje. What boldneſs is this then 
© to ſpeak ſucha main eſſential lye ? Let me either ſee that the 
© Book maintaineth, that ſub ſpeciebrs panis & vini, the Body 
© and Blood of Jeſus Chrilt is bodily offered up by the Prieſt, to 
© God theFather,a propitiatory ſacrifice for the quich and the dead, 
Corelle lay your hand on your mouth, and ipeak no more. 

© Finally, ſince it hath neither Superſtir/oz, nor the eſſentials 
* of the Maſs, how can it open a aooy to: Popery ? certainly it is 
©purg<d ftromvall fuch ſtuft, and reſtored tothe ancient inte- 
© prity, the leaſt thing that might terd to ſuper ſtirion, being 
© thruſt out of door, as Ammon did T amar, W:thcit hope of Ye 
turn : ard it any fuperſtition wonld dare to entcr, as the 
© Sodomites at Lots door, the door is jo Faſt [ut (by that which 1 
©have told you from the mouth of the Book ir lf, in the 
©beginning of: the right uſe and' abuſe of Ceremonies, that 
©they mult deſpairot any entry. 

© What needs all ſuch uproar then without cauſe ? ſuch 
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* fearful Schiſmes, ſuch DiCtatorial cenſures,and-uncharitable 
© verdicts, that they are all Papiſts, or Popiſhly affected, that 
*run not with you to miſchief ?Shew me but one maſculine rea- 
* ſon (and lay alide wives tales) and I ſhall take it in place of 
© many : C erunt ultin prims, 1 ſhall redeem my time with re- 
« doubling my courſe, and ſhall be ſo far from approving the 
<leaſt point, which you ſhall ſhew to be Popcrie, that for that

*Read over that which you have condemned with judg- 
© ment, and not with prejudice, and 1 ſhall oblige my ſelfto

<it containeth nothing contrary to the practice of the Primi. 
© tive Church, but which is moſt agreeable thereto. 3- That

© it is no marvel that you condemn this book, of Common pray- 
tr,ſeeing you have condemned your own book of Common 
© Prayer, made at your Reformation. The Ring-leaders of your

* Faith, that. the Book, of Canons (which directly overthrows 
©the Popiſh Supremacy) and the High Commiſſion are abjured 
©in your Confeſſion of Faith. It's an Article of your Faith, 
© that it was the tention of thoſe whom you call Bleſſed Re- 
© formers, that all the foreſaids, which you have in your Cove- 
© nant abjured expreſly, was abjured by them alſo, as well as if 
© it had been expreſly ſet down: which is the moſt ridiculous 
©thing in the world ; for intertio eſt attrs immanens, which 1s 
© impoſlible for any man to know, except it be revealed. And 
© therefore ſince there is ſuch diterence among your ſelves, 
*every day bringing forth new dreams, fince to.you ſome 
© things are ſometimes 7d-ferent, ſometimes neceſſary goed, 
© ſometimes xeceſſary evil, ſometimes a matter of Fazth, ſome- 
©times zot : I cannot but end this diſcourſe with that of H#:- 
© larins in Application to you : Faith is come now to depend ra- 
© ther on the time, than on the Goſpel; cir ſtate is dangerous and 
* miſerable, that we have now as many Faiths as wills, as many Do- 
© rines as manners. Whilſt Faiths are cither ſo written as we liſt, 
© or ſo underſtood as we will, we make every year andevery month 
© a Faith, and ſlill we ſeck, a Faith, as if there were no Faith. 
© This I world f ain know of you, what Faith at length you believe ? 
© you have changed ſo often, that now I know not your Faith. That 
© is happened unto you, which is wont to follow unskilful Buil-

* and take that number upo1il the cominted, geiieral tradition of 
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©the Catholick Church of Chriſt from age to age. We reje&t 
© & dctelt pariicilar traditions of any preſent porticular Church, 
© {uch as thole of the Church of Rome, if tiiey cannot ſhew 
* thole iraditions to have been geneyelly received ar all times 
* in the Catizolick Church.But there is no proteſtant that doth 
* not receive general tradiiions of the Catholick Church ; ſuch 
* gs is this, Concerning the definite xumber of the books of the 
© Canonical Scripture:and it 1 would allume a ſchilmatical hu- 
* mor, 1 might with as good warrants deny, that there are fo 
© many books in the Caron, as the Catholick Church ſayes there 
©be; as you deny Epiſcopacy to be of Apeſtolical inſtstution. 

VIIL, I hus have I brietly ſhown you Lic pallages between the 
Anticovenanter and Covenaiiter, Which 1 leave to your Con- 
ſideration, and return to my purpoſe. From this tweet har- 
mony 1a the precceding poitnis, cipeciaziiy of your indepen- 
dent power in Charch m.tiers, there followeth another pa- 
rallcl by way of conſequence, viz. that you may excommu- 
nicate your King, if he do not obey the Acts and Conſtituti- 
ons of your Aſlemblies. Thus you threatned King Fames, & 
his Council both, with excommunication, if he would not 
execute your Acts of your Allembly ; and good reaſon,leeing 
it is the ſupreme judicatory, and the King is a ſon of your 
Church, from whom he ought to take the meaning. And if he 
be refractorie, why may not the Aſlembly excommunicate 
him, as Ambreſe did Theodeſinus? And as I have faid alrea- 
dy fromyour Travers, of your government, Huc diſcipline 
omnes Principes,&c.There is a neceſlity that all Princes & Mo- 
narchs ſhould ſubmit their Scepter, and obey this Diſcipline. 
Its your chief Commander in the Camp royal. T homas Cartwright 
being asked, whether the King himſelf might be excommunicated, 
anſwered, That excommunication ſhould not be exerciſed upon 
Kings I utterly miſlike : and ſo do wealſo; yea, albeit they 
be not Herericks themſelves,yetif they donot puniſh ſuch as 
their Paſtors commands them, they may be excommunicate. 

Flay. contra Poteſt ac debet Paſtor regibus jubere ut puntant Hereticos, C niſt 
Barklaium, fecerint, etiam cogere per excommunicationem. p/ he Paſtor may 
and ought to commandKings to puniſh Hereticks,&if they do

vines diſclaim it:for your Buchanan teacheth you, that not only 
it is lawful to excommuicate Princes, but that they ſhould 
both depoſe him and deſtroy him ; for he ſays, Afniſters may g,,y,u 4. PR 
excommunicate Princes, and he being by excommunication caſt reg. apwud $c084 
into Hell, is not worthy to enjoy any life upon earth. But truly pag. 70, 
Knox& Buchanan are more r1g:id then we are hercin; for how- 
beit,we grant that it's lawful to excommunicateKings,yet we 
hold it not neceſſary that upon excommunication, cither depo- 
ſition or killing ſhould follow.Indeed by our common Tenent it 
will follow, that excommunication isan artecedent to depriva- 
tion or killing;but we do not kold that deprivation or killing 
of Princes is aneceſlary conſequent,or effeft of excomunication. 
For (fay we ) quando talis effettns adjungitur, non eft effettus ip. Suarex de eem} 
ſins excommunicationis, ſed ſpecialis pena ſimul cum excommu- J*7* diſp. 15, 
nicatione impoſita. When ſuch an effect is joyned to excommu.. "** © 
nication,its not the effeCt of it, but a ſpecial puniſhment im- 
poſed with it. But its wonderful to ſee the wide difference be. 
tween this our Tenent and yours, and that whick Proteſtants 
hold; for they make the power of the ſupremeMagiſtrate A-- 
chitettonick,, & ſubject unto it all power civil & Eccleſiaſtical. 
Sothat,as in civil affairs they uſe the counſel and help of Po- 
liticians & Juriſconſults for eſtabliſhing ofLaws,according to 
reaſon, ſo in Eccleſiaſtical buſineſs, they uſe the help and ad- 
vice of learned Divines for eſtabliſhing religion according to 
GodsWord,which ought never to depart from their hands. And 
its moſt boldly faid by them in the words of Biſhop Davenart, ; 
Reges non ita aſtringtmtur Epiſcoporum vel Theologorum ſuorum = deter; 
opinionibus, quin ft adverſentur legi divine (cujus oportet reges ab 
Audiofoſme: C& peritiſſumos eſſe) teneantur Xx officio regio, ve- 
ram religionem, illts onmibus licet reclamantibus, tueri, © ſub- 
ditis ſuis proponere : Rings are not fo tyed to the opinions of 
their Biſhops and Theologues, but if they be contrary to 
theLaw of God,(of the whichKings oughtto be great ſtudiers 
and very well skilPd) they are bound by their Kingly Office to 
defend the true religion,and ſet it before theirSubjects.,a beit 
all thoſe Divines ſhould cry out againſt it. But thoſe men are 
Court Paraſites,as your uſual word is; or as Becanus calls thoſe 


that defend the Kings Supremacy, regios adulatores, King-flat- 
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cerers- And Iadmire that Tertwllian, being under Heather 
Emperours, ſhould be guilty of thoſe flatteries, while he ſays 
in a Court-like complement, Reges iz ſolins Det poteſtate ſunt, a 
quo ſunt ſecnnds, poſt quemprimi, ante omnes, & 7 omnes Deos 
& homines: Kings are only in the power of God, from whom 
they are ſecond, after whom they are firſt, before all, and a- 
bove all gods and men. But 1 like not to trouble my ſelf 
with ſuch men, but proceed to another Head. 

Whichis concerning the power of your Diſcipline in tem- 
poral things, wherein is a queſtion, whether our, or your 
diſcipline, the Chief Commanaer in the Camp-Reyal, have the 
greateſt power. You dolearnedly hold, that the Kings High 
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aſtical , ſeeing your Eccleſtaſtical Government is independent. 
Yea, you do hold, that your Aſlemblics may repeal and adnul, 
even the Eccleſiaſtical Laws that are coxfirmed in Parliament ; 
{o that uponyour re-calling them, the San#:oz of the Parlia- 
ment is 2ultated, and of no efe&. Your own words are Em- 
phatical : Albeit Afts of General Aſſemblies be ratified in Par- 
liament, yet a General Aſſembly may re-call thoſe confirmed Atts, 
which being adnulled, the civil ratification and ſanttion falls ex 
conſequenti. Certainly, 1 dare promiſe you the Popes bleſling 
for this moſt learned Theſis, for now a door is opened to let 1: 
all Popery, whether the King will or no; fo that I truſt (as 1 
faid at tic beginning) our Union ſhall be full. For ſince your 
Aſlemblics have ſuch power over Parhameats, as to adunul all 
Eccleſiaſtical Laws confirmed therein (as you have done already 
with Epiſcopacy. and the Articles of Perth, which ſtand rati- 
ted and confirmed by divers Acts of Parliament) then it 
{:a!l beealie for you at any Aflembly, when, or where you 
will, to repeal and aduil all the Ecclehialtical Laws ratified and 
confirmed by Aft of Parliament in favour of the Proteſtane Re- 
{{00n, and to eſtabliſh new Laws for our Roman Religion in 
ſtead of it, though the Ximms, Parliament, and Council ſhould 
reſiſt you. You have good reaſon for it ; for as Bellarmine 
ſays, Habet ſe poteſtas Eccleſtaſtica ad ſecularem, quomods ſpirs- 
1:15 ſe babet ad carnem, quam regit, moderatur, C altquando cohz- 
ber. Caro antem nullum habet imperium in ſpiritum, neque illum 
ilia in re dirizere, vel judicare, vel corrccre potelt. Sic igithr 
poteſtas Eccleſiaſtica, que ſpiritualis eſt, ac per bec xaturaliter ſe- 
cnlari ſuperior, ſecularem poteſtatem cum opus eſt, airigers, yudi- 
> care, 
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care, & coercere poteſt, ipſam vero a ſeculari dirigi vel coerce y 
nulla ratione permittitir. The Eccleſiaſtical Power is to the Se- 
cular Power, as the Spirit isto the Fleſh; which rules, mode- 
rates, aud lometimes reltrains : But the Fleſh hath no com: 
mand over the Spirit 5 neither can it direct, or judge, or re- 
{train it in any thing. So then the Eccleſiaſtical Power, whic'1 
is ſpiritual, and thercfore naturally ſuperiour to the ſecular, 
may airett, judze, and reſtrain the Secular Power when it 1s 
needful. But by norealon is it permitted to be direfted or re- 
ftrained by the Secular Power : and therefore when your King 
did by his Proclamation diſcharge your Ailembly ar Glajeow, 
wiich ought to dirett him, and not be cohibited Of reſtrained by 
him, you did well to fit till, and ada divers Acts of Parlia- 
ment. And in your Preteſtation againſt the Kings Proclama. Proteſtar, 
tion for raifing your Allembly, as it was your wiſdom not to +9 ogg _ 
enter into direct action with his Majeſty, ſoit was your cou- 3” 
rage, to ſummon all the Lords of his Majeſties Comcil, who con- 
ſented to the Proclamation, to appear before the Parliament the 
25th of May, 1639. there to be puniſhed for giving the King 
evil counſel, viz. to raiſe the Aſſemblies. When the K. com- 
mands one thing by Acts of Parliament, or by his Preclamati- 
015, You may proteſt agaialt the ſame, and command the con- 
trary in your Proteſtations, and Atts of Aſſembly: 'for as we 
ſay well, penes Eccleſie prepoſitos facultas eſt ampliſſima interdi- Autor, lib, ad 
cendi nobis , ne Reges obedientis © obſequio noſtro honoremus, p#rjecur. Angl, 
Theſe that are ſet over us in the Church bave a very large /®: 339- 
power given them, even to interdict us, that we honour not 
our Kings with our obedience. So the Council of Trent com- 
mands all to reccive the Decrees, without regard to their 
Princes conſent, and denounceth Excommunication in caſe of 
refuſal, requires an Oath of Obedience, approveth violence in 
rooting out of Hereſie, and ordains the Inquiſition for them, 
Therctore when the King by his Proclamation did command 
that the Covenant of K. Fames, aSit was in 1581. year of God, 
ſhould be ſubſcribed, you by your Anthority did prohibit any to 
ſub{ribe it, but wilt have your own ſub{cribed For this cauſe 
in your Genera! Aſſembly you have let down 1m Att drſcharging 
| ſubſcription tothe Covenant, which was ſubſcribed by the Kings 
Commuſſioner, and Lords of the Council ;, which his Majelty, in 
his Marginal Note, calls a Trayterons At. You have another 
excellent Act, diſcharging all Printers in Scotland to print any 
thing in Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs w—_ the Warrant of Johnſton

your Clerk, You have Afts alſo concerning fl, Salt-pans, 
and Market- days on Monday and Saturday : And eſpecially 
your Aſſembly hath adnulled his Majeſties Court of High Com. 
miſſion ;, all this we ſee in the Index of your Acts, and all is 
well done, though it encroach upon the Civil Power : for in 
remporalibus Eccleſia non ſolum pracipit, dirigit, ſed coercet, di- 
ſponit, wvirtute poteſtatis gubernative. In temporal things the 

Church not only commands and diretts, but reſtrains and di- 
ſpones by vertue of her Gubernative Power. And you know we 
do not maintain a direft Power in temporal things,but an indireft 
Power in ordine ad ſpiritualia; for we ſtand not upon words, 
when we are ſure x4 the matter it ſelf, and may bring all tem- 
porality within the compals of our power. Bur 1 pray you, why 
did you forget to adnul the Acts of Parliament that do rati- 
fie the Kings Supremacy, eſpecially in ſpiritual things ? Since 
you have adnulled other Acts of Parliament, why have you 
prejudged your ſelves ſo much as to leave thoſe Acts for S- 
premacy uncancelled ? If you had remembred the complaint 
of your holy Brethren in former times, you would not have 
forgotten this, but as you have de fatto, taken it away, ſo de 
jure, you would have declared the ſame an unlawful at: for 
(as your Predeceflors ſaid) If the King have pon power in 
Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, then there is nothing left of the whole ancient 
form of Fuſtices and policies in the ſpiritual eſtate, but a naked 
ado. 

Igoon to a tenth Parallel, which is your diſpenſation with 
oaths, even with the Oath of Allegiance and Supremacy, and with 
the Oath of Canonical obedience. You will not upbraid us again 
with this, as if we were only Enemies and Traytors to Kings : 
For wediſpence with no Subjects Oath of Allegiance, ſo long 
as they defend the Religion ; but if they either fall from the 
Religion themſelves,or will not defend it by the Civil Sword, 
we do abſolve Subjects of their Oath of Allegiance, as we did 
in the Holy Leagne of France, tying all to us by Covenant very 
like uuto yours,and in the end took up Arms againſt the King; 
for Kings fall from their Authority, when they fall from their 
Religion ; as you ſay in your Covenant, The Kings Authority 
and true Religion are ſo ſtriftly joyned together, that they ſtand and 
falltozether. And therefore you do well to limit your obedi- 
ence untohim, fo long as he defends the Religion and Laws ; 
wherein if he fail, by Oath of Covenant you have made a mw- 
tual band of defence againſt him; {0 that what is done to the leaſt 
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of you, ſhall be done to you all in general and particular. And ſo, if 
he ſhall do any harm to the meaneſt K;rchin-boy, you are all in 
general and particular bound to take his part againſt your 
King. Now all this could not be lawfully done, without a D#- 
ſpenſation and Abſolution from your Oath of Allegiance taken 
long before the Covenant. Our Enemies ſay, that they who 
thus being abſolved from their Oath of Allegiance, do take up 
Arms againſt their Prince, will have ſuch ſucceſs in the end, as 
Radulphus Duke of Swevia (whom Gregory the ſeventh abſol- 
ved from his Oath of Allegiance to Henry the fourth the Em- 
perour,) received in battel againſt the Emperour, and hopes 
that they ſhall make the like confeſſion as he did: For he being 
deadly wounded in the right hand,faid to his company, You ſee 
how my right hand is ſore of a hurt, it is the hand whereby I ſware 
to my Lord and Maſter, that I would never annoy him, that F would 
never lye in ambuſh to intercept his glory : but the Popes Com- 
manads brought me to this, to break, my Oath, and uſurp an honour 
which was not due to me. Tou ſee what end it is come to,Þ have recei- 
ved this mortal wound upon the hand that brake this Oath. Let 
them then who have incited us to do ſo, conſider in what manner they 
wrged us, for fear that we be not bronght to the down-fall of damna- 
tion,&c. But be not you troubled, nor afraid of ſhadows ;, but let 
Unity be earneſtly recommended,as that which ſtrengthens the cauſe, 
and will make you invincible. Your ſucceſs hath becn great hi- 
therto, ſo that you may have confidence for the time to come. 

You have alſo diſpenſed with the Oath of Canomical Obed:. 
ence : for | cannot think that you would exact of your Clergy 
the Oath of yorr Covenant, except you did firſt givethem a Di- 
ſpenſation for their former Oaths. For all have ſworn the 
Oath of Canonical Obedience, ſome once, ſome thrice, and 
all admitted ſince the year 1618.had ſworn to Perths Articles, 
and preſent Government of the Church, and now haveta- 
ken the direct contradictory Oath, and abjured themall : And 
therefore it was not ill adviſed by you, to make an Att in 
your General Aſſembly at Glaſgow, Novemb. 1638. declaring 
the nullity of the Oath exatted by Prelates of Intrants, and of their 
Bonds of Conformity. 

But here | muſt rell you, that you are gone alittle beyond 
us in your diſpenſation with the Oath of Allegiance to your 
King, and taking the Oath of mutual defence againſt him : for 
according to our prattiſe,you ought by all means endeayour- 
ed to recal him from his Errours, and being obſtinare, th-n to 
excommunicate him : for as our T olet ſays well, Licet fit noto- 
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rium Crmen principic, nou abſoluuntur vaſalli a juramento (ut bere 
dicit Cajetanus) ante denunciationem ab Eccleſia: qui falta, no 
ſolim ſunt abſoluti ab obedzeniia, ſed tenentur non obedixe, miſt forte 
proper periculum vite, vel dammum bonorum temporalium. Albeit 
the Crime of the Prince be notorious, y<t tie Vallals. are nor

A Iyrant that tuleth ty- 
rannically, cannot have his juſtly acquircd Dominion taken 
from him, without publick judgment : but the ſentence be- 
ing given, any man may be the Executioner, and he. may be 
depoſcd by the People who have {worn perpetual obedience 
unto him, if after admonition he will not be amended. And 
Swavez li5, 6, then it followeth clearly which Suarez ſaith, S; ſubditi jura- 
cap 3, mento ſoluti ſunt, quamvis Rex ille proditionem wvocer, onniſque 
Regni aut Repnblice conſpirationem, revera tamen talias non eſt, 
fed juſta defenſio, vel juſium bellum, fea ſupplicium. If the Sub- 
je&s be ablolved from tiicir Oath, albeir that the King call it 
Treaſon, and a Conſpiracy of all the Kingdom and Common. 
wealth, yet certainly, it 1sno ſuch thing, but a juſt Defence, 
or juſt War, or puniſhment. 
But I muſt crave your pardon for ſaying, that you went 
beyond us; for thre ate ſome of us as hot-blooded as your

To this purpoſe 
vour Retormer Xzxox lays vicily If Princes be Tyrants againſt 
God, cad his Truth, their Subjcits are free from therr Oath of Obe. 
reice. And it his Hiſtory of Scotland, pace 343. he fects the 
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Nobility on work; ſaying. God hath appointed the Nobility to 
bridle the inordinate appetite of Princes, and un ſo doing they can- 
not be acenſed, as reſiſters of Authority. And again, It is the dirty Knox Appcal,

and the Nobility threatned to jotzz with you under the pain of Ex- pray ah 
communication, paz.272. Then an imperious Letter was writ-*""* >* 
ten to her Majeſty,that if ſhe ſhould hinder their reformation,

proteſted, that without the reformation which they dclired, 

they would acuer be ſubjctt to ary mortal man. And lalt of all, 

They depoſed her Majeſty at the Council of our good friend, 

M.XKnox, by a formal Act penned by M.Xzox,and fet down in pag.

his Hiſtory ot the Church of Scotland. And you dowell (as 

you ſay in your Covenant) to follow the laydable example of your 
Progenitors,as dutiful Children, according to that of the Wiſe- 

man- Hear, ye Children, the inſtruction of a Father, and attend to pyoy. 4. :. 
now underſtanding : for T give you good Dottrine, forſake you not 

my law. 17 1d our worthy Father Mariana hath ſhown you 2 

ready way,which you,as dutiful Sons, have hitherto diligent-

RO PERIMERE. This is not to be dillembled, that 
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it is the moſt expedient and ſafe way, if a publick meet: 
ing may be granted, to deliberate what ſhall be done b 
common conſent, to hold that as firm and ſure, which ſhall 
be concluded by common conſent. Firſt of all, the Prince is 
to be admoniſhed, and to be brought to his wits again, &c. 
If he reject the Medicine, and no hope of his recovery be 
left, when the Sentence is paſſed upon him, the Common- 
wealth may firſt refuſe his command; and becauſe of neceſlity 
there will be a ſtirring up for War, they may unfold their 
Covnſels for defence thereof, and ſhew that it is expedient to 
have Armour, and to command the People to advance Mo- 
neys for the charge of Wars. And if the matter will ſuffer, 
and the Common-wealth cannot otherwiſe defend it ſelf, 
with that ſame right of defence, but with a betrer authority, 
and peculiar of their own, they may kill the Prince, being 
declared publickly an Enemy. 

You have followed this Counſel fo full, that you have pra- 
Ctiſed it tothe laſt comma; yea, till you come to the laſt two 
words, FERRO PERIMERE. Atwhich, the Anticove- 
2anter Cries out with a ſhout, God ſave the King, let his ſoul 
be bound up inthe bundle of life. Let this Dream of Ferro Per;- 
mere be to them that hate him, and the interpretation there- 
of to his Enemies, 

Firſt of all, you ſent from Edinburgh, thouſands of Letters 
to all corners of the Kingdom for a * publick convention; then 
by the common conſent of all that appear, your Covenant 
(made by the chief men of the Confederacy) was ſworn and 
ſubſcribed, and all of them (bound not to give obedience to 
the King) but to hold ſure and firme, what ſhould be 
thought good by common conſent. Your admonitions, ſuppli- 
cations and proteſtations haye been multiplyed, but all in 
vain; for, as you ſay in your proteſtations, he is ſo far from 
acknowledging thoſe things to be lawful, which you 
have condemned, that in his Proclamations he holdeth 
the plain contrary Opinion; and only doth remoye them, 
as they ſay, for the hardneſs of your heart, and to pre- 
ſerve Peace in the Land. And therefore, ſince he rejects 
your Medicine, as Poyſon, is thcre any hope of his re- 
covery , that is, that ever he ſhall be of your Judg- 
ment ! 

And as for lata ſententia, though it be not done formaly, 
yet it's done very marerially, in every Corner of the Ring- 
dom. It's a remarkable Sentence paſt by one of you, preach- 
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ing upon ſome text of the Prophet Zazcharig ( though it may be 
(aid, that his Commenter was trom 2 Sam. 15.16.) The Lord hath 
forſaken our King, an given him wer to be led by the Bſhops, the blind 
brood of Antichrit, wh» arc bot Beagl-s, bunting for the blood of Gods 
Saints, And ar.othcr Preached as well,upon 1 Cor. 10, 1. Where he 
told, that thcy of the Holy Covenant were like Iſrael 2t the KedS-a, 
and Pharao'» and bs Hot coming upon them, Another was as torward 
as any of them, when he compared the King to a wicked Italian, 
who delighted to ki mon both in foul and body, Another that he 
might binder the people to ſubſcribe the Kings Covenant, preach- 
ed unto them, That the Kings offer of the Covenant to them, was like 
Foabs ſalutation of Amaſa, who took, him by the Beard, and ſaid, art 
thou well my Brother, and then ſtabbed him in the fifth rib. And 
Mr. Cant. ( whom tor honours (ake I name ) his Sermon at G2f- 
gow is known to all our Society, he prayed to God to take away 
the Kings Idolatry, and ſaid, that the dear Saints in England ha4 
their Noſe and their Ears ſlit, for the profeſſion of the Goſpel. 1 
might be intinite in this point, but becaule it is fo well khown, 
I ſpare further inſtancing, 

"The next point is DetraFatio imperii, this you have done cx- 
ccllently, by not only rctuling obedience to his Laws Civil and 
Eccleſiaſtical, and to his Pro:/amations z but alſo by continual pro- 
teſting againſt him, and exhorting all to {tand to the Covenant. 
You have alſo kept your counſel of War, provided Armorr, laid 
taxations on the pcople to detray the charges: and the King is 
publice hot s declaratus, publickly declared ro be your cnemy by 
the Miniltry, prciſing them 'to Arms by your learned Intorma- 
tions: and have taken all his Caſtles and tirength ':omn him, 
and ſay they are the keys of your own Kingdom, which you will 
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keep your ſelves, And laſtly, you are come {o ncar to Ferro' peri- Proteſt. at 


mere, that you have met him with offentive Arms. Burt I pray 
you, what made you ftand here ? what made you make a Peri- 
od, where was no Comma ? Can you think it unlawtnl to kill 
a King, and yet ſet your Muſquets Pikcsand Canons before the 
face of a King, and ſhoot at random ? It cannot be, that you 
have learned Knox and Buchanan {o ill, and you deſerve no rc- 
ward. Let that Golden Sentence ot B:cchanan never be forgotten. 
Whules he faies, It were good that rewards were appointed hy the 
people, for ſuch as ſhould kill Tyrants, as commonly there is for thoſe. 
that have killed either Wolves or Bears, or taken their IW helps. | 
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Your Caſe was, that which is ſuppoled by Swarez, $i ſuppo- 
nitur Rex aggrediens. civitatem ut illam injuſte perdat, & cives inter- 
ficiat, vel quid ſimile , tunc certe licebit principi reſitere, etiam occi- 
dendo illem, ſi aliter fieri - non poſſit defenſio, tum quia ſi pro vita 
propria hoc licet, multo magis pro communi bono, tum etiam qutia ci- 
vit#s ipſa tunc habet juſtum belium defenſroum, contra injuſtum inva- 
ſorem, etiam fi proprins ſit rex. It it be ſupponed that the King 
is coming againlt a City, unjuſtly to deltroy it, and to kill the 
Citizens, or any ſuch like thing, Then certainly, they may reſiſt 
the Prince, even killing him, it they cannot otherwiſe defend 
themſelves: both becauſc, it this be lawful to be done for a 
mans own lite, much more tor the common good, and alſo be- 
cauſe the City it ſclt hath then a jult detcnfive War againſt an 
unjuſt Invader, albeit he were their own King, This Theſis hath 
been well ſtudied by you, tor it is the ground of all your learned 
arguments for War. 

But now fince his Majeſty is returned back again with his 
Army, and this frit ftorm is gone without hurt, be not you idle, 
but labourffor ſome Fricnds at Court, who may inform you of 
his Majetties Proceedings. And it you ſend any to Court, let 
that be ever one of your inltructions, which you gave to the 
Earl of Dumfermling, and the Lord Lowdon, To have frequent 
and ſure advertiſement to you how affairs go , with their adviſe, 
Amen. And be till upon your guard, and let the Flacſinian 
counſel take place with youu ( it you hear that he ſhall refuſe to 
approve of your proceedings ) to affright him with the terror of 
inſurrefiion again» And delire all that are doubtful and ſcrupu- 
lous of this matter to read Knox Hittory and Buchanans, where 
they ſhall tind our doctrine very clear. The peoples power is 
great. Populus rege «ſt preſtautior & melior, &c. The people are 
better than the King, and of greater authority. For the people 
hath the ſame power over the King, that the King bath over any one 
perſon. Populo jus eft, ut imperium ci wult d:ferrat, the people 
have power to beſtow the Crown at their pleaſure : it's not birth» 
right , nor ſucceſſion, nor propinqity of blood that miuſt be rc- 
ſpe&cd. Therefore Knox wrote to England and Scotland 3 It's not 
birth-right only, nor propinquity of blood, that maketh a King law- 
Fully to reign above a people profeſſing Chriſt Feſus. Let his Majeſty 
Know that you are no Dxnces, but men ot learning, who know 


the greatneſs of your power, andthe ſmalneſs of his, notwith- 
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But before I end this point, I cannot but admire why yor; 
have not continucd your Parliament cven to the end. but (utte- 
red his Majelty to adjourn it 3 you protels, that yu folow the 
landable cxaniple of your progenitors, but it you do as thcy uid 
1560, you would nut grant his Majetty a Negative vorce, nor 
ſufter the Parliament to be adjourncd, but to have done with 1t 
as you did with the Aſſtmbly at Glaſgow, Novemb. 29, 1635. to 
continue it to the cnd, and then for the tathion to have forghr 
his Approbatioa : tor the rcaſon is alike, as your Afen;'i2s arc 
above him in ſpiritualibus, to are your Parliamcnts in tem rali- 
bus, and may be holden though there be neither Sword, Sccpror 
nor Crown there. For as Kiox faith, thoſe things were rather 
pompous and glorious vain Ceremonies, than any ſulſtantial points of 
neceſſity require4 to any lawful Parliament. And therctore after you 
had kept that Parliament of your own accord in Anno 1560. tor 
the faſhions fake, you ſend to the King of France and your Scotch 
Queen his Wife, to defire them to ratitie the ſame. But upon their 
retuſal you ſpake as it became you, of their ratification. Ie 
little regarded it, or yet do regard : for all that we did was rather to 


ſhew our dutiful obedience, than to beg of them any ſtrength t9 our 


Religion, It you go not thus far, you come ſhort in tollowing 
the laudable example of your Progenitors. And yet when 1 
conſider the inſtructions given by the body of the Parliament to 
the Earl of Dumfermling, and the Lord Lowden, | perceive that 
you are not a foot behind your Progenitors, ſeeing you will not 
grant it to be in the Kings power to prorogate the Aﬀſembly , 
except you all conlcnt unto it , for your fixth Article of the 
i:iiy:1Fions is thus, Item, If the K ing will not condeſcend to go on 
preſently in Parliament , that the King prorogate the Parliament 
with conſent of ihe ſtates , according to the conditions which you 
have, 1 fee further, that it he prorogate the aſſembly, it mult 
not only be with your conſent, but allo he mult grant your pe- 
tition ſent to his Majeſty by the Earl of Kinozll trom the Par- 
liamcnt 3 before you will grant to any peaceable conclulion, or 
prorogation of the Parliament : for your fole Argument to 
have your Pctition granted is in theſe words. IVithout this point 
be granted, it is not P pcery to make a peaceable concluſion, or that 
they can reſt ſatisfied with the prorogation of the Parliament. And 
let that the people ſhould reſt ſatisfied herewith , and your De- 
mocracie take no good ſucceſs, the Miniſters would be exhorted to 
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Jo their p-rt, rot to luttcr the people to tettle upon their dregs, 
but co hold chcm in perpetual motion till ic cnd, to your perpe- 
wal guietneſs. This was the practice of the zcalous Miniltcrs 
vour Predecefſors in the days of Queen-Regent, Queen Mary, and 
in che tender age of King Fames, who did both in private and 
publick oppone themſclvcs to authority tor the maintenance of 
our Tcncnts concerning, the Cizil Magiſtrate, and our other Pre- 
rogatives. This made King Fames our common enemy, ſpeak 


' the truth in exceeding harſh icrms, while he ſaid, E minifterio ho- 


mins n nnuli precipites, ignei, audaces, in bac humanarum divina=

had already by an affuxced hope. fully taken to themſelves a tribu« 
nitial power 3 that in a popular Common-wealth, they alone ru- 
Id all buftincſs of moment, feeing they might catily lead the peo- 
»!e, whither they pleaſed. And therefore no ſcdition hath hapned 
cither in my tender ag” or afterward, whercin the (editious did 
not make thoſe nicn (the Miniſters) the patrons. of their fury and 
madneſs. There were frequent calumnies ſcattered abroad in their 
Tribunitial Sermons againlt mc, not that I had committed any 
crime, but becauſe was a King, which was eftecmed worſe than 
all crimes, Indeed I hnd our Father Becanus telling the ſame, that 
you are cncmics to Monarchy , in the example of Queen _

I will follow out then anather paralle!, and that is, De ceca 
obedientia, ot blind ob dience, which we both require now of our 
people. Your Covenant was mightily called inqueſtion, cvcn by 
the Commons, and yet you forced them to ſwear, and {ubtcribe 
it upon your bare word , tclling them, that fince the Church-men 
have. ſworn and ſubſcribed ic themſelves, that the Commons 
ought to do it, and folow their Leaders, whom God at this time bat! 
largely fier:niſped with conrage and connſcl, for the good of b;s Kirk and 
Kingdom. -1 hear, that the things which you have condemncd in 
your Gencral Aﬀemibly, were in the judgincnt of the common 
people of 4 contrary nature z but now, having, in thr Covenant 
{worn in judgment and pradtice, to tollow the determination of the 
fhrit General Aembly that thould be kept, they are torced to

And even as you without dclay yccld with tull mind and 
aſſent to believe thoſe things which the Catholick taith propones, 
ſo you ought to be carrycd to the doing of whatſocvcr yuur fu- 
pcriour ſhall fay, with a certain blind force of a will, that is deli- 
rous to obey. So ſaid your Cant in that (ame Sermon at Glaſgow, 
while he told the pcople, to whom he recommended the Cove- 
nant, That he was ſent to them with a Commiſſion from Chriſt to bid 
them ſubſcribe the Covenant, which ws Chriſts contra@, and that be 
himſelf was come as a wover to them for the bridegroom, and called 
pon them to come to be hand-faſted by ſubſcribing that contra, And 
told them plainly, that he would not depart the town, till be gat the 
names of all, who ſhould refuſe to ſubſcribe that contraQ, of whom be 
promiſed to complain to his Miſter, 

I have yct more matter of congratulation : tor, whereas former- 
ly you did hold that Ecclctiaftical laws do not bind the conſcience, 
you do well now to maintain the contrary. And theretore you 
have deſervedly depoſed, and thruſt trom among(t you, thoſe mi- 
niltcrs, who only offercd to ſuffer your laws bind the outward man, 
and to conform with you in praiſe, but would not covenant with 
you, nor {wear to be of your judgmes.t. As tor example. Thcy pro- 
miſled to fit at the recciving of the Communion, as you dp tit on 
your tail, and thus would contorm in pratizſe with you, but they 
requelted you not to burden their conſ-ecnce. to bcheve ſittng only 
aeceſſary, and that kneeling is Tdolatry. The like may be inttanc'd in 
all the reſt of the matters controvertcd amongit you. Since they 
would therefore contorm in praGife, and only -ditfer in judgment 
why might not you compcll them to fubicribe the covenant, and 
make them (ſwear with you before God and the IVorld, that they 
were convinc'd in their conſciences. , of ive lawfulneſs of ſuch 
thing, The Scripture bids compel men to the wedding, ne.ther 
nced you regard them, who call your bly vilence a Spaniſh in- 
quiſition. 

Furthermore, I am contident that you ſhall not be ſuch enemics 
to our works of Swupererogation, as tormerly you have been : For 
when the iKing urged you to ſubſcribe the confeſſion of Faith, you 
rctuſcd it, drawing your rcafon trom thevery ground, which hagh

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produced all our Works of ſiepererogation, which is this, That a good 
word, which is done of a mans own accord, is more excellent then that 
which is dine by comman4 of a Superiour, as you reaſon learned[y 
in your proteltation in September 1635S, and fo conclude, that you 
have done a more fincere work, and acceptable in covenant- 
ing without authority, than it you ſhould do it now at the com- 
mand of your Supcriour : tor, (as you ay ) thus doing, the more li- 
berty, theleſs bypocrifie, and move ſincerity hath appeared. It this ground 
of yours be removed, then both your Covenant, and our Etange- 
lical Connſels will periſh. And yet the Anticovenantcy will (ay, that 
the Scripture calls him the good ſervant that doth his Maſters will : 
and whoſocver do more than they are commanded by their Ma- 
licrs, get Africanus thanks : Non amo nimium diligentes, 

I thoughr to have congratulated with you, that you are mot 
like unto us in Equivocationz for your own ends, to perlwade the 
people to belicve, that which your own heart knoweth to be moi 
falſe. As for example, to perſwade the people betorc they did f{ub- 
{cribe the covenant, that it is for defence of the King, againſi 
whom (you ſay) no man is bound by the covenant to riſc up in 
defenſive arms : and that you are only bound to ſuffer, it his Ma- 
jetty were to invade you, But when they have ſubſcribed, then 
you tel! chem that they muſt provide armour, to refit the Kings 
coming, to invade yo. This made many poor fimple men complain, 
t!ar they were wronged, and that they would at leaft be perjured, 
it they thould do ſo. Yet the Scripture is plain for ſuch equivocati- 
on : tor when the army ſent by the King of Syria, came to Dothan 
where the Prophet Eliſha was to tetch him to the King 3 the Pro- 
phet came out to them, and faid, This is nt the waymeither is this the 
City, follows me, ind I will bring yout to the man whom you ſeek, But he 
led them to Samaria, the quite contrary way. But here is the diffcr- 
ence between you and the Prophet,that when he had miſled them 
and brought them to Samaria, he did not detain them as captives 
from their Maſters.but ſaid, Set bread and water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and goto their Majters, But you do not fo, but 
keep them in the net, in the which they are taken, that they can- 
not c{capez but mutt zoyn with you againtt their Matter : to whom 
they ſhall not return, but with defenſive arms 3 ſuch as arc not 
fhield and buckler, but pike,muſquet,and canon. I commend your 
policy herein, for you know, that the King doth not think that the 


common people did ever aim at the contents and conſequents of the 
Covenant, 
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Covenant, and ſo doth not impute any 4iNyalty unto them : and 
when he ſees that you have then, ſo cloſe tycd unto you, they be- 
come your buckler and defenſive arms; tor who: fake ne hath ſpared 
you, whom he thinks to be heads of 2 f4:7:9n againtt him, fo that 
hcre multitiedo ſociorum parit impunitatem crimimnn, And to {peak 
the truth, ſceing he condemneth your zea/ to religron.as it zt were re- 
bel.ion againlt him and yet hath given you ſuch way, without curb- 
ing your courſe in the beginning, we cannot but ſay.that his innate 
Love to his ancicnt Kingdoui, whercot he hath given plentiful tc- 
ſtimonics, hath brought him to this {trait, that he hath neglected 
his Fathers directiou,which he was taught by experience, and which 
King Charles will teach his Son by a duzble example, The direQti- 
on was this; $i ah initio clementiam oftentes, creſcet in immenſum de- 
linqgaentium Humerus > creſcet tut contemptus ; & cim panire voluers 
major erit fontinm quam inſontium nwnerns, nec promptum erit diſcer- 
nere unde facere oporteat initizm pane, Atque ita multos perdes invitus 
gut 's tempeſtioa paucorum pand ſervare potuiſſes, Tu meo ex exemplo po- 
tes hic eſſe cautior, nam ego cum manſuetudine mea inſtitmiſſem populum 
trahere ad legum obedientiam contra accidit, ut omnia plena facia fint 
tumultibus, Ego vero pro mercede ne grates quidem retulerim, It at the 
beginning thou ſhew clemency, the number of delinquents will 
ercatly increaſe, and the contempt of thy ſelt will increaſe : and 
when thou wilt puniſh delinquents, the number of the guilty will 
be more than of the innocent, neither ſhall it be ready tor thee to 
diſcern, whereat thou muſt begin puniſhment. And fo thou ſhalt 
deltroy many againſt thy will, which thou mightelt ſave by the 
timely puniſhment of a few. In this point thou maiſt be more 
warie by my example : For when had purpoſed by meckneſs to 
draw the pcople to the obedicnce of the Laws, the contrary hap- 
pened ; fo that all was filled with uproars. And as for me, I got 
not ſo much as thanks for my reward. But go you on, and that 
you may more and more pcr{wade them to adhere unto you, tell 
them, as you do, that if they ſhall come under the Kings power, 
he will utterly deſtroy them 3 and that his Proclamations and pro- 
miſesare not to be regarded,tince in your judgment he hath broken 
the oath at his Coronation, when he ſware to God to defend his 
truth : but would now, it you did not rcfitt him, deſtroy 
the religion, the Jaws and liberties of this Church and 
Kingdom, as your Proteltations and informations for War do 
fully thew, 
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Tt was alfo «notable Fquivecation, whereby you thruſt the 
fimple pcople from fubfcribing the King's Covenant,” corinians 
ded by his Majefty to be fubfcribcd, as it 'was protcſied in anne 
1581,& not according to your new ifhterpret2tion added unto it. 

For in 1581 it was'a Covenant drawn up at his Maje\ies fpeci- 

al Command.and by his fpecra! Authority the oath 6 fubfcriptien 

was preſcribed to his Subjes. ard fo they (ware according, to the 
meaning of t' 2 King, that was the ex2&er of this Oath. So that 

wl ile his Maſcſty requircth it now to be ſubſcribed, as it was pro- 

tiled then, he doth jt in oppoſition to this preſent time, wherc- 

in you have put anew Commenter vpon it, dircely-contrarv to 

the mcaning of King James, who hilt preſcribed it. And it's 

too cvident that Jcfuitiſm and Puritaniſm were hoth adious to 

him, and that it was his chict labour (as hefays himſclt ) to hold 

up that which you are caſting down, ſo that one of you doth not 

crre, while you call him your Encmy in ſaperlativo, infeſtiſſimus 

hjtz. But you did hinder this ſubſcription by a moft excellent 
Equivccation, while you fay, That you would be gnilty of mocking Proteſt. Sepro 
of God, aud take bis name in Uw.ns and as we are nt to multiply 153%.

to detend the ſame : So that they may ſay with King James, Mi- 
bj precipuns labor et dejefios epiſ opos reſtituere, E* Puritanorum a- 
warcÞiam expuznere, Now, though in your prote{tation againlt 
the {ubſcription of it, you made it one of your realuns why you 
could not ſubſcribe it : Becauſe, it was to be exacted according to 
the meaning of the cxater, which is King Charles, Heir of his Fa- 
ther's opinions, as well.as of his Dominions, Yet fmce it is fub- 
{cribed by many, according to the meaning, « f the cxaCter, you Tc- 
move that rub, by ſaying, That they arc not bound to {wear and 
{ubicribe according to the mcaning of the preſcriber of the oath, 
This is well, for then, when any taketh an oath, he may ſwear. 
not according, to the exaters meaning, but accordivg to his 
own 3; and (© none needs to know what we ſwear. | 

But the ſubſcribers will ſay, we took the oath according, to the 
meaning, of the preſcriver, and both our meanings, both whodid 
exact and take the oath, was, That Epiſcopacy and Perths Articls 
wcre not abjured. To this you anſwer, that they are not bound 
to take it accordivgyto cither of their meanings, but according to 
the reality rei jurate. If it be {o, neither the exaCter, nor the ta» 
ker of the oath did know what they ſware and ſubſcribed*unto. 
If this be to ſwear blind obedience,l approve it 3 if not, f'will be 
glad to be farther made perfe&t in equivocating : for I can tind 
no third, but eithex the oath mult be taken according to the 
meaning of the exafter, or of the taker. 

But I cake-your meaning,to be, That that oath of the King*s Co- 
venant ought to be taken, as, we thought to have done with the 
Oath of Allegiance taken by Koman Catbolicks in England, The 
King with his.Council uſed all the wit and' prudence that could 
be had, to cauſe them to. take the oath without any Equizo-ation, 
or mental reſervation,and that they ſhould take no difpenſation from 
the Pope, for taking ſuch an oath: ſo that in this caſe,it was made 
fo clear, that both the preſcriber and the rakey of the oath could not 
differ, but be of one mind. But our-Paſcenizs did laugh this di- 
ligence to ſcorn, and found out a pretty way to clude ſuch an 


oah,by: telling them, That if the Pope did diffolve that _ 1

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declare it unlawful, they were no more ticd to ſuch an Oath. V7- 
de ( inquit ) intanta dltatia quaiitz ſit ſumplicits, juramentum tot Plcen.

cnce . Bux: he could not (ce, that, it the Pope ſhould diſſolve this 
oath, all the knots of it. whether it be of hdelicy to be performed 
to the King, or of a diſpenſation not to be admitted, arc both a- 
like diſſolved, Yea, I will tcll another more marvcllous thing, 
if it be openly declared that the oath is unju't, it doth oblige no 
man, but by the faft it ſclfit is null, Now this oath of the King 
is ſufficiently declared by the paltor of the Church himſclf to be 
unjuſt. Now thou ſcelt that the obligation of it is evaniſhed in 
ſmoak : fo that, that bond, which by ſo many wiſemen was 
thought to be tirong, as iron, is weaker than a rope of tftraw, 

Thus it was with your Covenant; King Charles was very Carc- 
ful to Have it ſubſcribed according to his Fathers meaning.wi:o 
did preſcribe the oath ano 1581, and his own meaning, which 
was the ſame with his Father's, who approved Eprſcopacy and 
Perths Articles. So that all equivocation is here excluded : But 
(this Paſcenius's trick makes all clear) it Dickron or Henderſin,&c. 
ſhall diſſolve this oath, and declare it unlawtul, it hath no force, 
as being not according to the reality of the things themſelves : 
and thus, are none more tied to the King by Covenant, but may 
break it as calily as Sampſon did his cords, and muſt run your 
courſe againſt his Majeſty. I might infiſt on many inſtances to 
proveEquivocation amongſt you.it it were needful.but I am con- 
fident you ſhall not be ſuch enemies toitin time to come, 

Moxeover, your pie fraudes have not a little advanced your XV, 
courſes for though the general caule of all this uproar was pre- 
tended to be for defence of Religion, Laws and Liberties, yet (to 
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ſpeak under the Roſe) it lowed from private cauſes and reſpedts: 
tor ( not to {ſpeak of the contempt of Monarchy, nor of private 
tictting again Soveraigrity by malecontents ) the courſe his Mi- 
jlty was taking with the tythes,to deliver the miniitry, and mca- 
ner ſort of the Laity from that which was counted bondage and 
flavery, made mabty. fret to ſce themſeves robbcd of that cliente- 
ly and dependence of the Clergy and Laity, and of that power, 
command & fupcriority,which by the tyec ot tyths they did enjoy. 
Some had their private quarrels againſt the Bithops, many could 
not abi lc'to-ſee them . preterred to. be on his Majeliies Council, 
&c. And a-great- hatred was working againli them, for being, by 
chict ab{tremcnts that the Minitiers maintenance was augmented, 
and many ob the Tythes xefiored back again, whicy male many 
think that in the end all the Tyrhes,, and Church-lands would 
return ta the ancient owner, whereby many would be brought to 
a poor cliate, if the Tythes were taken from them, and ſome wh» 
have made Churches their habitation, would not have a dwelling 
place at all; and fome others being ambitious of prefterment both 
Church and Policy, were no ſinall cauſcs of all-this uproar, 
Now hbwbzit, from thoſe and ſuch like other motives, this diſ- 
order hath. come «1 yet it's well diflembled by you; in- raving this 
opportunity, to work your private intended ends; by m3king rhe 
mulcitude believe thattall is for defence of, Religion, Laws and 
Lbcvrics: which otherwiſe would bz deſtroyed, | 

His Holine{s our Pope, did never laugh more heartily, than 
when it was told him, that you 'made the people believe tat the 
Book . of Common-Prayer was, penned at Kome, and {ent to the 
king, and that. it was nothing but the Maſs turned into.

Finally. we have both ſuffered much of our enemies for our pra- 1, 
ice againſt Kings and Princes, in cutting them away that are cne- 
mics to the religion, We need not be athameJ to confeſs, that the 
armonr Wherewith fuach Kings arc killed, are forged in owr ſbop : 
you know what [1.zcket and Coppinger, who wrote to Scotland to 
Fames Gibſon, th.t he with the adviſe of the brethren, might tell 
their opiniou conccraing the ſpirit that moved them, and the att 
that they had in hand to be done, for the delivery of I. Cartwright 
out of Prifon, and killing of all their withſianders, That which 
Raviliac did eff«i:re, was no more praiſe-wortky than that which 
they did affe:e; all choſe our works are not to be accounted points 
of Treaſon, but oncly ſenſible expreſſions ot our Heroical Zeal to the 
defence of Religion, which ought to be more dcar to us,thanKings or 
Princes, Father or Mother, brother orfi!icr, all thoſe cords muſt 
be broke, and bonds caft from us, when we ſce them to ſet them- 
ſelves to take counſel againſt the Lord*s Annointed, Such men of 
courage who put their life in their hand, and cut off ſuch wick- 
cd mcn, ought to be ſo farr from being counted Traitors, that

rally ſubjett to all kind of Injuries: would he not write as Paul did ?

Its true indeed, ſo long as we arc not able to rcfilt, and make 
our party good by {trength of hand, there is a neceſſity that we 
mult ſuffer, and hike the poor man we muſt ſe entreaty : for its 
our wiſdome to confider the times, when we may be forward,and 
when not, Hence it was that in the days of Queen Elizabeth, when 
your power was little, that your anſwer was humbte : for when 
the State and Clergic of Exg/and charged your fort of men with f.x- 
ion. ſedition and ſchiſm,and judged that it you werenot curbed be- 
times, you would bring deſolation on Church and policie : your 
anſwer was mild (though it might ſeem to your adverſaries mixt 
with paſſion,pride and Hypocrific while you ſaid; Peace was by thoſe 
men kept inviolate;for which of them ever dealt diſorderly,ortumultxouſ- 
I? who ever of them in word or deed gaveout any juſt ſuſpicion of unpeace- 
able dealing? nay have they not in their miniſtery,in their examples, ſtri- 
ven for peace more then any? Forthis cauſe (as your Buchan. well ob- 
ſcrveth. with us) Pax writing to the Romans ſayes, Let every ſoul 
be ſubje@ to ſuperior powers. Paul ({aies he) writes this in the infan- 
cy of the Church, there were but few Chriſtians then,not many of them 
rich, or of ability, ſo as they were not ripe for ſuch a orpoſh a5 if a 
"man ſhould write to ſuch Chriſtians as are under the Turk, in ſubſtance 
poor, in courage feeble, in ſtrength unarmed, in number few, and gene- 
rally ſubjett to all kind of Injuries; would he not write as Paul did ? 
So as the Apoftle did reſpeA the men be wrote unto, and bs words are 
not to be extended to the body, or people of a Common-wealth,or while 
city. And he tells us in this caſe, if Pax! were alive and did ce 
wicked Kings raigning in Chriſtian Common-wealths, Pax] would 
ſay» That be accounted no ſuch for Magiſtrates, be would forbid all men 
for ſpeaking unto them.and from keeping them Company: be would leave 
them to their ſubjetts to be puniſhed; neither would he blame them, \.| 
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they accornted no ſuch longer for their Kings. And as Bellarm,ſayes, 4 
Talis conſenſu omninm poteſt, i» b debet privari ſuo dominio. $1 hue qe, 
priſeis temporibus minus falium ſt, cauſa eſt, quia deeraut vires Such 
a King by the conſent of all may, yea 0ght to be deprived of his 
dominion : if this in o!d times was not done, the cauſe was, be- 
cauſe they had no |'rength, 

But now tlie timcs are changed. Her £t35 alior mores poftulat, 
this ag? requireth other manners ſpare not big words, tell the head 
its ſick, preſs the peopl? to arms t60, ſtrike the Baſilich, Vein, ſince no- 
thing but that will enre the plenrifie of your eſtate. Your (trength 1s —_— 
great, yca ſo great that you profeſs your ſclves invincible, rf ye —__ eR.2.

Certainly, you have an invincible General, your bead Leſt y. 
And as thcre is great union between us in doftrine and practice; 
ſo I perceive a great timilitude between both our Generals. our 
Topnatius Loyola,and your Leſley. As tor their birth, I cannot com- 
pare them, for neither Mapheus, nor Ribadeneira, nor Valderanz, 
nor Becanw, nor any that writcs his life, tels us, who were his Pa- | 
rents; ſo that it ſeems Pater Iznatii fuit dubii generis &* mater com- Map 5 Ft. 
muni: generis. As for his life, we deny not the truth, for as our, own 4 18797: 150 
writers ſay of his childhood, ſitu conjtat enum in pueritia. profanos ad; —_ 
modum hauſ ſe ſpiritus 1, it 1s certain,that in his childhood he drew 
in very prophane ſpirits : and in adoleſcentia. militie ac vanitatt ſen 
ſe dedit. In Hs Youth, he gave himſclf to Wars and vanity, be. gba. &: it: 
ing, ready to ſerve any man for his pay, ſo that our Ribadeneira 1gnat.lit.1 c 7 
calleth him Vanitatis vile mancipizum, A vile ſlave of vanity. 

But at Pompeiopolis being, couragiouſly hg*ting,his leg was ſore 
wounded, and it waz good for him: for accepto hoc luculento v#l- p:c 49 
nere, ad Deum converſus eft. Having, gotten this great wound, he 
was converted ro God, and his ley was amended but yet,non- 
aihil claudicavit, ſed honeſte, & quod ambulandi moderatione tegere= Ribad. lib. « 
tr: He halted a little, but decently, and which he might hide: 13.

Put I pray you, as we have followed our General Ipnatins his 
command, by yiclding up cur fclves. our wills and judgments 
ceca #bedientia, as he did rcquirc 3 (o do you with your General, 
in flowing his command and dircftions.

facts of their progenitors, commicnd perſeverance, and ſhew them 
what cowardize is and what infamic wil! tol'ow to yicld to their 
Prince, Put them in remembrance of that noble ſentence of ours,

"If you fear diviſion in the tniniſtery, it's eafic to help that, keep 
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thoſ: under, who are not zealous. in your cauſe :!1ct them not be 
acquainted with your myſteries, nor be choſen Commiſſioners 
for aſſemblies : if there be any matter of importance to be com- 
mended to the people, ſend cither conjundtly or ſeverally, ſome 
zealous Miniſters to their Pulpits, to rouz up the multitude, and 
put the like edge upon ſuch coldrite miniſters; and it they become 
not more zealous, put them in fear of Deprivation, 

It you fear any diviſion among the. Commons, it's likcly that 
tome of them have ſcen the King's extraordinary favour toward 
them : but you ought to be carctul, that they ſee not the King's 
Froclarrations 3 and if any have ſeen them. let them be perſwaded 
that his  Majeſties Proclamations have this only <nd,, to divide 
them, and then to deſtroy them ; and that all other tair promiſes 
{hall have n- real performances. Be not you behind the King in 
your promiſes to them alſo, and howbeit, you have an hundred 
thouſand pound to take of them, yet be not ſuddain, but by de- 
laying, put them in hope that you will never cxad it: For it 
you go now to.exatt it, it will make them repine and grumble, 
and fay, infiead of Salomons cafieryoke, we are opprefied with 
Reboboams heavy, burdens, and ſomake a rupture, and return cvc- 
ry man to his tent, and in the end ſubmit themſelves to their $4- 
lomon again. And eſpecially, let the ruling Elders command their 
ruled Elders, os Miaiſters, to be diligent uw (caſon and out of (ca- 
ſon, to keep the multitude: in their zealous humour; for it they 
do not unceſſantly blow upon them, they will be like mare mor- 
tum, and never be -moved, Ceaſe not to poſſeſs them with an 
evil opinion, of all that oppoſes themielves to your courſes cither 
by word or writing,make them believe that all, chat write againli 
your confeaderacy, are, unnatural cnemies to their Country,.and 
that it. is not againſt your faction which .they .do, but againſt 
Church and Kingdom, and ſuffer no man to deny this to be a 
National quarzel;or to call it a Faftion, and all that refuſe to caſt 
in their Lot with you, call them the curſed inhabitants of Meroz, 
that will not help you againſt the mighty. 

And let all that follow their King, be called the King's fadion, xyos. hiſt. of 
according to the example of yourprogenitors,who called all that the Church of 
fallowed.the Queen, « fathon, which they would puniſh, as Tray- Scotland. pag, 
fors , whenſoever God ſhould put the ſword of Fuſtice in their hands, 354+ 
that is, when: they. ſhould find themſelves able to depoſe the 
Queen, (as they did ) and repreſs her Subje&ts, There is ano- 
ther thing which I dcelue you - remember to try where thoſe 
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miniſters, that have'been moſt oppoſite to our dodtrines and pra- 
A'ces, have had their reſidence in the miniſtry,that you may place 
able and zealous men for our cauſe in thoſe ſame places, to build 
up the people which they have deſtroycd. This work is well be- 
gun by you, in bringing Henderſon from the Countrey, to the 
Town of Edinburgh , Dickson to Glaſgow, and Rhetorfort and 
Blair ( who. could not get liberty to vent our Doctrine elſewhere) 
to S.: Andrews. And in particular let them be careful over the ſtu- 
dents in Coltedges, © 0 ſemel eft imbuta recens ſervabit odorem te- 
fta din, 

And as for thoſe, who like the men of Sxccoth, and the inha- 
bitants of Mer-z, refuſed to joyn with you, it's well that you did 
not take the Thornes of the Wilderneſs, and Bryers to teach them, 
to beat down their houſes, this may content them, albeit you re- 
ſtore not their goods, which you took while you plundered their 
houſes. Though they be buſic ſeeking it, yet you are not bound, 
according, to our rules, Nalus tenetur cum vite periculo, aut fame, 
rem alterius reſtituere, ſunt enim vita & fama nobilt oris ordints quam 
res. No man is bound with the danger of his life or good name 
to reſtore another man his goods again 3 for life and a good 
name are of a more noble order than goods are : for albeit there 
be no danger of your life to reſtore every man his own, yet your 
name is not ſafe;for if you reſtore to each man his goods again, 
at leaſt it will be a tacit acknowledging of your robbery , and 
that is hurtſome to a good name. But ſome lay, that it is a mat- 
ter of conſcience, to reſtore a mans goods again, which is better 
then a good name, yea the way to recover a good name : but 1 
refer this to the Schools.

if it be ſo, it's a worthy pattern that requireth imitation, But if 
the Pattern on the mount, be the Pattern of your diſcipline, you 
do wc'l herein, to imitate vour progenitors : for they were delis 
rous to have Epiſcopacy thrown down in Engla 1d as you arc now, 
or as we are defirous 3 for their pride is fo great, that the leaſt of 
them ſays, Thatthcy have no more dependence from the Pope,then 
he from them ; That thcir calling and place is of as great Power 
and Authority, as his is within his Diceſs, thus limicatiog the 
Univerſal Bilhop,as it he were only a Dioceſan.

I have ſeen 
your Gibſon's Letter to Coppinger, Hacket's fellow-labourer in Em- 
gland: Where he faics, The beſt of our Miniſters are moſt careful of 
your eftate,and had ſent for that effett, a Preacher of our Church this 
laſt Summer (1590) of purpoſe to confer with the biſt afflifled Mi- 
nifters of your Charch, to lay down a plot, bow our Church might 
beſt travel for your relief. But you do as well to {cnd Libels and 
Informations, as to go in your own perſons. 

But before I procced any further cither in my Congratulation or

» tred of Prelates, and their brethren, with an holy hatred to daſh the 
»» brains of th2 Babyloniſh Prelacie againſt the (tones, And according 
1 to Luke 19.27, But thoſe mine enemies, that would not that I 
2» /p1ld raign over them, bring, hither, and ſlay them before me, And

Becanus tells us the ſum of all which the Pope and Car- 
dinal did write, Utergue negat ſalva conſcient!d pre t «ri poſſe hoe 
juramentzam & rege prop:ſitum, quia abnegar-nt fidem Cathvlicam. 


Th: yy both deny, that that - oath preſcribed by the Iking, can be 


taken with a ſafe conſcience, becauſe they wonld deny t :e Ca- 


tholic Faith. They fay. you ſay the fame, only you add many 
earful judgments upon both, the exa7crand takers of the ſame, 
And thcretore you may ſay of them that take this oath, as Be= 
canis doth, Hoc f.iciunt ad extremam parem & palitiam conſervans 
dam, qus pluris ab illis, quam fides & religio eſtimatur, ide oque f9- 
ltici potins quam Chriſtiani appe!landi ſi1mt, They do ti:is that 
they may preſerve outward pcace, which they e''cxm more than 
ct Faith and R<ligion; and therefore they ought rat: er to be 
called Politicians than Chriſtizns, For no man will grant the 
Iing's Srpremacy, excefto Scellano, & quibuldam aliis adulatoris 
bus regiit, Except the King's Chaplain ( Biſh: p Andrews ) and 
tome uther Court Paraſites. And here by the way I mu!t tell you 
a notable untruth of that Biſhop Andrews, in his d.\pute againſt 
B-llarmin : 1: holds that the Pzritans do willingly take the oath 
of Supremacy, But albcit he was ae7iyaorT@, having five 
tongues, yet with none of his five tongucs could he ſpeak true: 
ww £15, as our B:cauus proveth trom no leſs than the teſtimony 
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of his own Maſter K. James, in his Baſil. Deron. But T fird one 
Richardus Thomſonns in Elencho refutationis Torture torti, detend- 
ing Andrews, and reconciling him with his Maſter, by tclling, 
That the King ſpake uf Scots Prrritans 3 and the Biſhop, of FErg- 
liſh Prritans, Whether this may ſatisfic or not, I leave it to a 
farther inquirie, 

If the torlom brother of our Society Abernethie hath done our

For he hath rcconciled himſelf ( as the pcople ct 
Gati teared David would do) with your heads and beirts : in 
cnlightning your brain with theknowledg, and your hearts with 
the love of many principalpoints of our Do&rine. Exhort him 
to continue unto the end. Tendeavorred my ſelf to have come wnto 
You, - I deſire to ſee yu earneſtly, and would have come unto you once 
and again, but Satan hindred me. 

Thovgh in this my Congratulatory Epiſtle, I have ſometimes in- 
ſerted my corſet and exhortation unto you, let not this diſplealc 
you, as it I thought you deficient herein, or that you had need 
ot ſpurs, who run with born-down-hcad. For all my exhorta- 
tions are nothing clſe, but a pleaſant repetition of your doings, 
and a ſympathizing expreſſion of our conjuntt approbation there- 
of, So that my recommendaticn of that to your practice, which 
you are doing,is ſo far from infimulating you of negligence, that 
it is rather a commendation of your ations, according to that of

Salute all our Friends,and eſpecially at your night-meetings for 
devotion, falute the Siſters with a holy kiſs. To whom you do 
but your duty, when you acknowledge your cauſe much obliged 
unto them.and thar in thoſe your Eſtbers and Jxdiths your work 
had but a {mall beginning : and when n:en Jurſt not reſfitt the 
beginnings, it's wiſely oblerved by you, that Ged moved the ffirit 
of thoſe boly Women to ſcourge the buyers and ſellers ont of God's 
houſe, and not to ſuffer the ſame to be pollnted with that foul Book, of 
Commonz Prayer, Thoſe holy Matrons who walſt themlelves with 


Faſting, have deſerved ſo well at your hands, that you ſhould 
I 2 cxhort 
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exhort them, (as Paul did Twnothy) to take a Hrnile Wine to comfine 
»bem : and to encourage them to proceed 7ealoully in your Caufe; 
for they are the weaker veſlcls, and Wine will tircngthen ther, 
Read 1 Eſdras, Chap.

It Tiberius when he was railed upon in 
the City, took it paticntly, ſaying, In libera civit ate oportet linguam 
eſſe liberam : Why (ſhould not free Sbjetts ina free Kingdom, have 
free tongues, and free hands too ? eſpecially of women, when reli- 
gion is-in queſtion.

ſome of you, eſj.ccial'y by him, who gave his ghotly bleſſing to 
thoſe manful women (who thew. their valour againli their adver- 
farics, in beating, them and their books out of God's houſe) My 
bleſſing light wjon yu all my dear Birds all. Break not off your 
noQurnal devotions, and .aſlembling together tor the: better, and 
not tor the worſe. But do it more ſecretly than Andrew Leſley, 
of whom they Gay, that he forſook Treland io go to the Covenant, 
the hilt, fruits whercot was, to forſake bis wife, to j.,yn himſelf 
with 47: harlot. The goud old Matron of the holy Siſters of Edin- 
burgh, did more cunning!y cover her daughter's intirmity of the 
fleih, who (as ſhe ſaid to her filters at their mectings) had fallen 
in a holy fornication with a brother, not out of Luft, but Love: and 
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tliereforc decreed, that ſhe (b:u'd-not confeG it before the congre- 
gation, Icft the Goſpel ſhoreld be ſeandal12'd, and that it was better to 
fall in the hands of God, by ſwearing that ſhe did not know the man, 
than to fall in the hands of men, by confeſſing ber carnal fad, We 
ſay well to this purpoſe, Mentrri in confeſſione, non ſemper «ſt pecea- ,,, .

But this is very ominous which I hear, that many husbands 
will not ſuffer their wives to frequent thoſe night-meetings as they 
were wont to do. That is a feartu] preſage, that that order and ſ- 
ciety ſhall be crycd down, except they get it confirmed by affem- 
bly. For we had a Society of Sifters called,Congregatio Feſwitiſſa- 
rum, {upreſſcd by our holy Father Pope Urban the 8, anno 1631, 
Fuia novum ordinem inſtituerunt aſſumpto Feſuitiſſarum nomine--— 
que per multa opera ſexus, ingenii imbecilitati, & modeſtie muliebri, p,,, ©.

Becauſe they did infiitute a new order, afluming the name 
of Jeſuitifſes, who have attempted and exerciſed many Works, 
which do not become the weaknels of their kx and ingeny, nor 
the m deſty of women, and eſpecially molt unbefceming virginal 
fthamefaſtneſs, The like caſe may befall your ſociety, it it be not 
prevented : if your Leckje and his Collegwes be not authorized , 
it's to be feared that the Society of thoſe Siſters (hall get a down- 
fall. , 
I have heard of the great controverſie between him and ſome

upon which ſome Poet (by way of prophclic, as is t..ought_) made 
theſe verſes, with a flat.

We have ſuffered already great hurt in divers places, being 
hunted to and fro.as if we were Malcfaftors. And 1 doubt not but 
you know how weak we arc in France, we dare not deny the 
King of France his Supremacy, and mult acknowledge his Domi- 
nion to be independent, in reſp:& of men, and hat, the.K vg 
holds his Kingdome by virtue of, Per me reges rognant, by me Kings 
raign.
